Unlaw ful to let stock run et large In 
any public road 

Section 3. If any horses, mules, 
ass, jennet, cattle, sheep, hogs, goats 
shall enter Into any grounds enclosed 
by a lawful fence, the owner or man¬ 
ager of such animal shall be liable to 
the owner of such grounds for any 
damage he may sustain tbetaby Ik 
shall be unlawful for any such animal 
to ran at larga on any public road or 
highway or railroad right of way In 
this state and should each sUx* while 
farming at large tatoroy or Injure 
the property of another, the owner 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
fined not less than five dollars and 
not more than ten dollars, and shall 
pay to the patty whose propmfy shall
